3. Brooks Bill Exemption r 


The Conference Report on the "Intelligence 
Authorization Act for Fiscal Year 1983" (H.R. 6068) includes 
the CIA Brooks Bill exemption provision. Thus the exemption 
provision has cleared the last hurdle prior to an actual floor 
vote in the House and Senate. No further action is expected 
until Congress returns from recess in early September. 
Legislation Division, OGC personnel are optimistic about the 
provision's chance for final passage. (U/AIUO) i i STA 


4. Graphics Support Group 


On 17 August a demonstration of the TACK system was 
presented to four members of OC. OC is interested in 
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displaying CIA worldwide communications network information 
from the MAINS data base on a map background. The 
demonstration was very well received. (U) 


5. Biweekly Payroll System 


Congress has passed a bill which includes a 1.3% 
deduction from federal salaries for MEDICARE. Approximately 
one and a half work years will be needed to implement required 
changes to both payroll systems by pay period one of 1983. A 
staffing plan to accommodate this unfunded requirement has been 
developed by Applications. (U) 


6. Support to DDO 


A briefing was given to members of the Information 
Management Staff (IMS/DDO) on the functionality of the Bulk 
Data Service (BDS) portion of the Message Processing System 
(MPS). It appears that BDS may initially satisfy 
TELEPOUCHES. It was suggested that they meet with the 
Information Systems Security Group (ISSG/OS) for controlling 
the release of cables without an actual wet signature. It was 


also suggested that they set up meetings with OC for 
coordinating this requirement (U) Ed 
7. Wang Tour 


The entire Word Processing Section spent two days at 
Wang Laboratories in Lowell, Massachusetts, to be given 
briefings on the Wang product line present and future, to enter 
discussions on several outstanding issues related to the 
contract, and to tour some Wang facilities. The trip was 
productive and enlightening.
